Buy only bulbs of good quality from 
reputable dealers.

Isn't that sensi- 
ble when you consider that each bulb 
has already stored up within itself al- 
most enough food for next year’s | 
growth and bloom? ‘The rest it gets 
by sending down roots into the earth; 
but, no.matter how good your soil and 
how great your care, you can only im- 
prove the size and color of the blos- 
soms, not their number. 

No amount of culture will make one 
more tlower grow from any tulip bulb 
nor one more bell on any hyacinth. In 
that sweet mystery, a bulb, the exact 
number of flowers it wil] produce is 
already decided upon. Cut one open. 
and if you have a magnifying glass 
you will be able to count how many 
blooms it would have had. 

‘Here they come in gay succession— 
showdrops, crocuses, squills, daffodils 
and jonquils, hyacinths and tulips—a 
wonderful procession, What a pity to 
make geometrical beds or patterns of 
them! Happy you if you have a cor- 
ner of the garden where you can nat- 
uralize them, since all the bulbs but 
tulips and hyacinths lend themselves 
to this treatment and are infinitely 
wore beautiful growing naturally in 
.the grass at the base of a stump or 
rock than when set in formal, even 
lines. 

Where this is possible simply scatter 
the bulbs, planting them where they 


fall. One authority says that we.

THE 
PIONEERS 


By MARJORIE CLOUGH 


Singular it is that a little more than 
a century ago what we call the middle 
west, now teeming with millions of 
civilized beings engaged in commerce 
and manufacture, was a wilderness 
under process of conquest from the 
tavage. Reading of the terrible dan- 
gers, the many butcheries of the set- 
tlers of that period, we are wonder 
struck not only that men should go to 
such a region to live, but that they 
should take their wives and children 
with them. 

In April, 1784, six families left Louis- 
ville, Ky., to make a new home farther 
down the Ohio on Green river. The 
method of travel was by the flatboat 
of the periad. They used two of these 
boats, one,for themselves, the other 
for the cattle. One night about 10 
o'clock, when they were floating in the 
middle of the river, the bloodcurdling 
Indian. yell was heard several miles 
below, coming from the northern shore. 
Haying, floated a little farther down, 
they.saw fires on the bank from which 
the -yells proceeded. 

A boat had passed the emigrants 
during the day, and they concluded 
that the Indians had captured it and 
wete Jnassacring its crew. The flat- 
beat was desigued to drift with the 
current, aud there was no- propelling 
power capable of forcing it upstream. 
The. emigrants were therefore com- 
pelled to float on down and run the 
gauntlet of the savages. A man named 
Kewan jyas in command of the boats, 
which were lashed together, and under 
his direction preparations were made 
fer defense. The men of the party 
were seven, including himself. 

The. Indians being on what is now 
the. Indiana shore, the boats were 
guided nearer the Kentucky shore, but 
the emigrants dared not approach too 


*“Mear, fearing there might be savages 


there too.. The fires were extended 
along the shore, and the boats must 
pass them all to secure safety. Rowan 
directed that not a sound should be 
made, either of voice or oar, hoping 
that they might drift by unperceived. 

They had reached a point midway on 
the line of fires when the Indians dis- 
covered them and ordered them to 
come to the shore. The whites con- 
tinued their course and their silence. 
With a yell the savages rushed to their 
eanoes and left the shore to intercept 
them. The latier floated on in silence, 
not even moving an oar to assist in 
their escape. 

When the red men had approached 
to within a hundred yards of the float- 
ing boats the wife of the commander of 
the whites rose from her seat, collected 
the axes and placed one beside each 
man, who silently awaited till the In- 
diaus should come near enough to war- 
rant giving them a volley. Mrs. 
Rowan, desiring to make sure that 
earh man knew that an ax had been 
left beside him and not being permit- 
fed to speak, touched him as she de- 
posited his weapon. The furnishing of 
these axes was designed to enable the 
men to repel the Indians in case they 
should attempt to board the boats. 

With so many children present it 
was difficult to preserve silence, and 
each mother’s duty was to see that 
none of her brood gave vent to terror. 
It has been recorded that no one ex- 
cept such as have heard the Indian 
yell can form any idea of the fear with 
which it inspires one. It is therefore 
to be wondered that the children, who 
heard the bloodeurdling sounds, couid 
be kept quiet. 

A being used to inspire fear by noise 
would naturally be awed by silence. 
Whether it was this silence on the flat- 
boats or the red men believed that 
their intended victims were waiting 
for their nearer approach to pour a 
volley into them after coming a certain 
distance, they ventured no nearer, 
keeping up their fiendish yells, brand- 
ishing their weapons and otherwise at- 
tempting to paralyze their intended 
victims by fear. Mrs. Rowan, wlfo had 
reserved a hatchet for her own use in 
case the boat was boarded, remained 
seated like a statue, while every otlfer 
mother watched her children to see 
that none of them broke the silence. 

One can fancy the feelings of these 
emigrants, awed not only by the death 
that threatened them, but the scene 
about them. ‘There were the dark wa- 
ters, the still darker banks, the great 
dome above, while the whole was illu- 
minated by the lurid fires on the shore. 
Kut what was most terrorizing were the 
hideous yells of the savages, who al- 
Ways used these means to paralyze 
those they wished to capture. The 
Ohio was called hy the French La Belle 
Riviere (beautiful river), but this was 
the river of Hell. 

For three miles the Indians followed 
the boats, then, awed by the impre 
sive silence, drew off. More shina 
hundred savages had been kept at bay 
by seven men and three boys, -for 
whom there were but nine guns. This 
result, achieved by a policy requiring 
marvelous seff control, a control that 
was largely assisted by the calmness 
of one womnn, is notable. Rowan, 
who planned aud directed the mute de- 
fense, must have been as remarkable 
for leadership as his wife for her part 
in the defense. ' 

It was from such stock as this that 
many of our national magnates sprang. 
Presidents of the United States, emi- 
nent jurists and industrial kings are 
among their descendants. One child 
of these hardy pioneers stands pre- 
eminent. Abraham Lincoln was born 
in this very region just fifteen years 
after these emigrants awed the savage 
hy silence.

Raising the Diver. 

Divers working under great pressures 
require more than an hour to be drawn 
to the surface, says the American Boy. 
Not that they are down so deep in the 
water, for the world’s record for depth, 
inade by Chief Gunner's Mate Frank 
Crilley, U. S._N.,.is only 280 feet. But 
if they are brought to the surface im- 
mediately and their helmets removed 
they are liable to die of the “bends,” 
as the divers call it. Under the water 
the diver’s body becomes 
to the greatly increased air pressure 
under which he works. At enormous 
pressure his body through breathing 
and the blood ‘becomes veritably sat- 
urated with the gases we breathe. 

If brought to the surface suddenly 
the change in pressure causes the gases 
penned in the body to tear their way 
out through the soft tissue of the body 
organs. So thé pressure must be:slow- 
ly decreased to let the gases work out 
of the body gradually. Consequently 
the diver is raised to the surface very 
slowly.

Baby . 
Fresh Air 


> 


Keep the baby out of doors. This is 
the advice given nowadays to parents 
by every wise physician, 

Except in winter, begin when the 
baby is two weeks old to teke him out 
for a few minutes every day in mild, 


‘pleasant weather, increasing the time 


gradually until he is staying out most 
Probably no other thing 


babyhood as this, and the result will 
well repay whatever trouble is neces- 
sary to secure it. 


With the exceptions mentioned be- | 


low, a baby may spend practically all 
the time out of doors, both sleeping 
and waking, if there is some one to 
look after him to see that he is pro- 
tected against sun, wind and danger- 
ous insects. 

A young baby may stay in his car- | 
riage or crib on the porch, on the roof, 
under the trees or in the back yard, 
where the busy mother can look after 
him. Older babies who need exercise 
jnay be kept in @ creeping pen either 
on the porch or in the yard. If it is 
not feasible to. provide out of door 


sleeping places for these older babies, | 


aut east the windows of the nursery 


should be kept wide open most of the | § 


year. 


When the weather is very cold, as | 


in winter in’ the north, when the snow 


is melting or when there is a heavy | 
storm in progress or a high wind blow- | 


ing quantities of dust about, it will be 
best to give the babe his airing indoors 
or on a protected porch. Dress him as 
for going out, open all the windows 


wide and let him remain in the fresh | 


air for some time. 

Very young or delicate babies require 
much heat and must be very warmly 
covered to protect them against being 
ebilled, and a baby under three months 
of age should not be taken out in se- 
vere weather, but plenty of fresh air 
is essential to all babies, 

When the weather is excessively hot 
the baby should be taken out early in 
the day and then kept indoors until the 
late afternoon. From that@ime on un- 
til the rooms have cooled in the even- 
ing he should be kept out, being well 
protected from mosquitoes. If a screen- 
ed porch is available the health and 
comfort of the baby will be greatly in- 
creased. : 

A word of caution shotld be given as 
to the danger of young children climb- 
ing up to open windows and falling 
out. If the windows have screens they 
should be so carefully fastened in that 
there is no possibility of pushing them 
out. When screens are not in use the 


windows should eiffer be Jowered from ' 


the top or thin wooden slats should be 
used to protect the lower sash. Similar 
precautions must be used if the baby is 
put to sleep on the fire escupe. Sleep- 
ing porches are usually well protected. 

The baby’s eyes and head should al- 
ways be carefully shielded from the 
direct sunlight! This is just as impor- 
tant while he is asleep as while awake. 
Do not allow the baby to lie staring up 
into the sky; even when the sun is not 
shining. 

Great care should be taken to protect 
the baby from flies and mosquitoes, If

It is not apparent from het 
report that overhead charges, land 
and building investment and mainte- 
nance, administration, etc., are reck- 
oned in—but only the bodily necessi- 
ties. The per capita cost for these, 
$244.37, was the “lowest in the his- 
tory” of New York corrective institu 
tions. Compared with minimum 
standard of living calculations, ° rent 
}ete., and considering that food, clothes, 
jight and medicine were purchased 
| wholesale to suffice for 125,000 indiv- 
uals, the figure still looks surprisingly

Washing Chamois Gloves. 

It is remarkable how nicely chamois 
gloves come out if they are washed 
properly with tepid water on the 
hands.

Rev. Ernest N. Bullock, a brother of 
Mrs. Charles F. Bryant of 123 Beach 
street, Wollaston, has been appointed 
by the bishop of New Mexico, arch- 
deacon, with supervision of missions 
in the northern part of the state. In 
his new capacity Mr. Bullock is given 
the title of “Venerable” and is next in 
authority to the bishop of that diocese 
He will undertake the work of direct- 
ing and spreading the mission church- 
es of that section.

GROWTH OF SANITY 


Despite the energetic but not very 
fntelligent arguments of the Pacific- 
ists it is quite apparent that the 
majority of the American people be- 
lieve that the surest guarantee of 
peace for this country is an adequate 
army and navy. 

Whatever truth there may have 
been in the arguments of the Paci- 
ficists that Militarism and Prepared- 
ness induced rather than retarded 


the Great War those arguments do/ 


not apply to the United States. It is 
one thing for France in time of 
peace to maintain her forts and armed 
men to repel a possible German in- 
‘vasion and for Germany to take like 
steps in regard to France, but it is 
quite another thing for isolated 
America adequately to protect her 
sea-coast from invasion by a hostile 
fleet. 

Preparedness on the part of the 
United States will not irritate any 
other lation because no one nation 
ean say that the war preparations 
are directed against her more than 
against another. The forts of France 
might likely have irritated Germany; 
the forts of Germany might have 
irritated France. The adequate de- 
fense of New York harbor can ar- 
rouse no feeling of irritation or 
enmity on the part of France or Ger- 


many or England or any other - 


European country. 

The overwhelming value of pre- 
paredness for the United States seems 
so obvious that one feels as if he 
were wasting his energies when he 
advances arguments to favor. it, The 
dangers of a lack of preparedness 
‘seem so awful that hysterical and 
impractical pacificists seem almost 
eriminal. One feels like calling upon 
the alienists when the pacificists 
give utterance to their undigested 
theories. 

All good Americans of whatsoever 
party will be rejoiced therefore over 


the decision reached at the confer-) 
ence in Washington yesterday. Those| 


to participate were President Wilson, 
Sec. Daniels and Rep. Padgett, chair- 
man of the naval affairs committee of 
the National House of ‘Representa- 
tives. It was decided at the meeting 
to recommend to Congress the con- 
struction of super-battle cruisers, 
bigger, faster and more heavily armed 
than any war craft now afloat or 
building, which will cost $15,000,000 
each to construct and equip, as a 
part of an energetic naval prepared- 
ness program. Just how many ships 
shal) be asked for this winter has 
not been determined. The United 
States can afford, at least during the

FORMING AN ARMY 
Compulsory military service for 
every able-bodied chizen is urged by 
those who believe in preparedness. 
The laws governing the present so- 
called militia, not the organized force 
represented by the lst and 2d brigades 
and C. A. C. of Massachusetts, but that 
fiction which enrolls men between 18 


and 45, proyides nothing that would, 


be of service in case of emergency. If 
we are to have preparedness in any 
other sense than that of a mob, we 
should enact a law that would compel 
every able-bodied citizen to shoulder 
a rifle in the regularly organized mili- 
tia of the Commonwealth, and we 
should call to the colors, once each 
year, the men who have been trained 
as soldiers in the regular army and 
militia but who are now retired. The 
gevernment is spending money in 


training business men at Plattsburg, 
and that is all right, as it appears to. 
be a scheme of spreading the facts all. 


over the nation through these hard- 
headed business men. Our regularly 
organized militia, however, is some- 
thing more than a plaything to be re- 
garded as “tin soldiers” by those who 
will net enlist. It furnishes a training 
school in which is developed a respon- 
sive mind in a sound body. It teaches 


the open or in the trenches, and 
‘familiarizes its members with the com- 
plex mechanism of automatics, rifles 
and field pieces. It teaches them to 
hit something beside a flock of barn 
doors. If a man serves his bit in the 
organized forces of the Common- 
wealth, he has given his country some- 
thing worth while, and his country has 
‘taught him something that sometimes 
may yield a great return. We are on 
the brink of a great war, and while the 
flaming gas and the exploding shrap- 
nel can be neither seen nor heard, we 
may at any moment be pushed over 
into the mad mass of combatants, who 
are becoming more and more profi- 
cient in their diabolical art, and if we: 
are unprepared we shall be over- 
whelmed without an effort. If we are 
to have preparedness it is not neces- 
sary that our army should be wholly 
composed of regulars, but the regu- 
lars should be the first line, and after 
them the efficient volunteer militia as 
represented by the organized armed 
soldiers of this and other Common- 
wealths: but this second line should 
be largely increased in numbers, the 
companies filed to what is termed 
“war” strength, and all able-bodied 
men between the ages of 18 and 25 
compelled to serve the regular term 
of enlistment. After graduation these 
men should be placed in the reserves, 
to devote 10 days or so in every year 
to military training in the field until 
they reach the age of 45, when they 
would be placed in another class avail- 
able only when the life of the nation! 


is threatened. If we are not to have’ 


preparedness, let us continue to stand , 
on the brink with our hands raised. 
The plan outlined is ambitious, it is 
true, but to enforce ultimatums some- 
thing stronger than rhetoric will be 
required.—Lynn Item.

EXAMINE NEW 
VOTING MACHINE 


At the close of the Council meeting 
Monday evening the members and cil- 
izens present had an opportunity to 
examine one of the new type of voting 
machines made by the American Vot- 
ing Machine Co. of which ex-Council- 
man Carl E. Carlson of Squantum is 
president’ The machine was set up in 
the space at the right of the presi- 
dent’s desk where it could readily be 
-eeh and examined. 

It is certainly a wonderful piece of 
mechanism. Its operation is simple. 


'A voter enters from the left side and 


in order to do so raises a bar. This 
sets the machine. Once inside there 
appears before him a board upon 
which are the names of all candidates 
to be voted for. As he goes over the 
tist he turns a small button under the 
name of the candidate for whom he 
lesires to vote .This throws up a 
little cross. If he desires to change 
his mind he can turn it back. If 
however he attempts to vote for two 
lifferent candidates for the same of- 
fice he finds that the machine is locked 
and that it is impossible. 

If he desires to vote for some per- 
s0n whose name is not printed on the 
ballot he turns a button under the 
column of the office, at which a slide 
opens disclosing a card upon which 
he writes the name. 

After voting he raises a bar on the 
right side and passes out. The rais- 
ing of this bar registers his vote and 
clears the dial for the next voter. In 
the case of primaries the machine is 
so arranged that it will be impossible 
for a voter to vote for a candidate of 
more than one party. 

On the back of the machine are the 
counting dials which operate on the 
same principal as a cash register. 
When the polls close an ink curtain is 
run down over these dials, then a roll 
of paper is drawn over them and on 
this paper appears the name of every 
eandidate and the total vote he has re- 
ceived. In two minutes after the 
polls close it is possible to give the 
total vote received by every candidate. 
The printed roll is then taken out and 
forwarded to the proper officials. 

It requires three keys to unlock any 
part of the machine so that there is 
slight possiblity of juggling the vote. 
Of the three keys one is held by each 
of the party representatives. Wishing 
to unlock the machine at the close of 
the day, number one puts in his key 
and turns it. Number two does the 
same, Then number three comes for- 
ward and inserts his key and the ma- 
chine opens. 

Some of the advantages claimed for 
the machine are that it does away 
with the possibility of expensive re- 
counts, that it will save a city a large 
amount by doing away with printed 
ballots, which will be unnecessary 
when machines are used. 

It was stated that the machines cost 
$650 each and that one machine could 
take care of five hundred voters. Presi- 
dent Carlson stated that the company 
Was now busy getting a number of 
Machines ready to ship to New York 
State for use at the coming November 
election. 

It was claimed that while the first 
eost of equipping the city with vote 
counting machines would be large it 
would take but a few years before 
they would more than paid for them- 
selves.

Making Ther Is a Very Delicate and 
Complex Process. 

Almost all the high explosives have 
cotton as their base. It is true that 
very good sporting powder can be 
mnade from wood pulp; but, as the ed- 
itor of Nature remarks, “the artillerist 
V d be in zreat difficulty if he were 
previded with such a propellant. be- 
‘ » in order to obtain any sort of 
regularity the nitration of the wood 
pulp has to be kept at a low point, and 

ballistics, on which the artillerist 
cepends, would be quite thrown out.” 

High explosives are cellulose highly 
trated—that is, highly charged with 
trogen. This process consists of im- 

ng cotton waste (that has been re- 
lily teasled, picked and dried) in 
ture of nitric and sulphuric ac- 
ds, the proportion of 71 per cent 
ic acid, 21 per cent nitric acid 
4nd 8 per cent water. After the acids 
have acted for the required time they 
&re removed. The cotton is washed 
repeatedly and boiled several times in 
Water. It is then pulped, partly dried 
and pressed into molds. 

The manufacturer does his best to 
regulate his output, so that it shall con- 
tain approximately eleven molecules of 
nitrate to the quadruple molecule of 
cellulose, as shown in the fermula, or 
a content of nitrogen that ranges be- 
tween 12.93 and 13.05 per cent. 

The process is delicate and complex. 
for the proportions of acids and water 
inust be exact and all must be chem- 
acally pure. Besides this, the cellulose 
must be of uniform grade, which is a 
most difficult thing to obtain.

RULED THE SIKHS 


4n American Who Became be | 
ernor of Gujarat, In India. 


— 


‘A REAL SOLDIER OF FORTUNE 


Picturesque Career of Dr. Harlan of 
Philadelphia, Who For Years Was 
the Power Behind the Throne of Ran- 
jit Singh, King of the Punjab. 


The Sikhs of India are a religious | 
sect that have come to be a really dis- | 
tinct race and have developed into a 
military people. They are brave and 
stalwart seldiers and have the reputa- | 
tion of being absolutely fearless in | 
battle. 

It is interesting to know. that an | 
American was once ruler over these | 
people, as governor under Ranjit | 
Singh, the great Sikh king of the Pun- | 
jab. This American was Dr. Harlan 
of. Philadelphia, and his career in In- 
dia was surely as picturesque as that | 
of any adventurer who ever set forth 


* from the United States to win fame 


in far distant lands. f 
In the year 1825 Dr. Harlan sailed 
from Boston as surgeon apothecary in 
one of the old East Indian ships. He | 
arrived in India at the time of the first 
Burmese war, when surgeons were 
badly needed for the British expedi- 
tionary force, and he jumped at the 
thance to see something of a little | 
known country. ’ 

At the end of the campaign he was 
discharged, That offended his sense of 
justice and perlaps moved him to take | 
the side of the Indian princes in their | 
contlicts with the British. It was the 
period of, the downfall of the Mogul 
Empire and the carving up of it into 
several independent kingdoms. There 
were big chances for a man,of adven- 
turous spirit, so Harlan went up coun- 
try and offered his services to Ranjit | 
Singh, the Sikh king of the Punjab. 

Ranjit Singh had*con¥ederated the 
Sikh states into a single nationality 
under his power ut Lahore, organized | 
au well trained army under some of Na- | 
poleon’s former French officers, and | 
Was bent on extending his sway over 
most of the crumbling Mogul empire. 
It was at this moment that Harlan 
turned up in Lahore. It is said he 
cured the Sikh king of some illness 
and won his friendship. 

Be that as it may, by the year 1827 
Harlan had risen to such high favor 
that he was ‘appointed governor of the 
great province of Gujarat. ‘There for 
ten yeurs le ruled, but at last he came | 
to a parting of the ways with Ranjit | 
Singh, either because he had quarreled 
with the king over his severity mn pun- 
ishing criminals, or because the Brit- | 
ish interests in India did not approve 
of an American in so important an 
office, and diplomatically suggested his 
removal, At all events, he resigned 
und made for Kabul, in Afghanistan. 
There Dost’ Mohammed, the ameer, | 
was preparing for war with the Brit- 
sh. 

The journey was a perilous one in | 
those days, but Harlan made it sue- 
‘vessfully, and either by reason of his 
impressive appearance or the informa- 
tion he could give Dost Mohammed | 
he soon came to stand high in the 
umeer’s confidence. 

But when war actually broke out 
Dost Mohammed showed a complete 
incapacity to conduct it intelligently. 
He seems to have taken Harlan for a 
regenade Englishman, whose advice 
could not be safely trusted. He failed | 
to take the precaution of fortifying the 
Bolan pass as Harlin urged, and the | 
British marched through it to enter 
Kabul. 
| Dost Mohammed's stupidity seems to 
have disgusted -Harlan with the Asiat- 
ics, for he is next found as the friend 
and guest of Sir Henry Lawrence, high | 
commissioner of the Punjab. While 
Visiting Sir Henry ene of the servants 
stole 100 rupees from him. Harlan told 
Sir Henry and asked permission to be 
allowed to get it back in his own way. | 
So Sir Henry consented, but stipulated 
that he should not injure any of the| 
servants, 

Harlan had all the servants in the | 
house called to his room, the door of 
which he locked; then, drawing his 
sword and looking as fierce as he could, 
jhe told them he would cut tke head 
off every man in the room if the thief 
did not confess and restore the mon- 
ey. The fellows, knowing Harlan’s | 
reputation, were badly frightened, and 
the guilty man confessed. 

Dr. Harlan returned to New York in 
the forties and lived there until his 
death, about 1850, but before that time 
the Sikh power was swept away at the 
decisive Battle of Gujarat, Dhulip 
Singh, the son and successor of Ranjit 
Singh, was sent into exile,-and the) 
province over which Harlan ruled was 
incorporated in the British Indian em-

The Buddnists will not eat meat or 
take even a medicine derived from an 
animal. They died by millions during 
the bubonic plague rather than take a 
proplylactic serum made from pepsin 
and beef broth—because the pig from 
which pepsin was obtained was un- 
clean to the Mohammedan and Hindu, 
and the killing of this animal and the 
bull from which the broth was made 
was against the tenets of the Bud- 
dhistic faith. I knew an editor in 
Poona, India, to absolutely refuse a 
$3.000 yearly advertisement of a patent 
medicine because it contained pepsin.

Testing Typewriter Ribbon, 

Typewriter ribbons that produce an 
iudelible impression are made from 
carbon. The cheaper qualities are made 
from aniline. To tell whether a’ rib- 
bou is of the best or of the cheapest 
quality it is enly necessary to soak a 
bit of it in alcohol, scrape its surface 
and spread the matter thus obtained 
upon a bit of white blotting paper. If 
the spot is black all over the ribbon is 
of aniline, which is soluble in alcohol; 
if, on the contrary, the black spot does 
not spread, but is surrounded by a halo 
of uncolored moisture, then it is of car- 
bon, which is insoluble in aleohol.—

The Name Raleigh.

loss and have come to the conclusion 
that it can be attributed to several 
reasons, any or all of which would 
by themselves serve to work a hard- 
ship as well as an injustice to the 
credit of the water department.” 

Summing up the causes the com- 
mittee attributes them to be as fol- 
lows: 

“Extreme heavy leakage due to poor 
mains, butt ends ‘and leaky connec- 
tions. 

The inadequate charge to the various 
city departments for water used and 
loss of credit to the water department 
of such charges. 

The loss due to unmetered service. 

The rebates allowed in past years for 
insufficient cause. 

The selling of water in some cases 
at a loss.

‘minimum. charge.” 

In conclusion the committee recom- 
mends to the Mayor and commissioner 
of public works a new schedule of 
rates to take effect July 1, 1915.

is ox-beef. 
BEEF 

Ox-beef—that from a steer—is the 
* juiciest, finest-flavored, sweetest and 
'miost economical to buy of all beef. 
lt is called “prime” when the lean 
is very much mottled with the white 
fat-flecks, and’ when it is from a 

-heavy, young animal (about four 

years old) stall-fed on corn. Beet 
from a young cow that has been wel! 
fed and fattened is next in merit to 
ox-beef. Beef from an unmatured 
animal is never satisfactory, being 
tough and juiceless. It may be easily) 
recognized, as its colar is pale and its 
| bones small. Beef is best when it 
has been hung three weeks, or even 
longer, in a temperature sufficiently 
low to keep it perfectly Without freez- 
ing. 

The merits of the various cuts are 
fixed, but tastes er preferences differ. 
The pieces available for roasts are 
the sirloin, the ribs and the porter- 
house. Though each has its advocates, 
there can be no doubt that a rib-roast, 
cooked with the ribs left in it, is defin- 
itely the preference of good livers. 
The flank, or plate-end, may be left on 
with good effect) as its strips of 
browned fat and nutty lean are a 
bonne bouchee to the knowing. The 
first five ribs are the choice cuts, mak- 
‘ing the prime roasts; the four next 
ribs, called the “middle ribs,” have a 
soft bone, known as the plate, and a 
'section of loose-grained tissue, which 
make them inferior in quality to the 
first five ribs. Next to the middle 
ribs and just behind the neck come the 
“chuck ribs,” Which are radically in- 

ferior in quality to the middle ribs 
There should be a decided differenc: 
'in price in these three divisions. 

A porterhouse roast should  b. 

bought only when a small roast i! 
desired. The sirloin from beef makes 
a heavy roast. Never buy a one-ril 
roast, as it is bound to-be unsatisfact 
ory. <A three-rib roast is about the 
| size for the table of the average fam- 
ily. The whole tenderloin is often 
removed from beef, and this makes 
the fillet-roast so highly esteemed and 
so extensive. Fillet is tenderer, but 
‘not so well flavored as rib-roast. For 
|the most part the tenderloin is re- 
/moved only from light-weight, infer- 
ior beeves to make these roasts, and 
when one would secure a fillet from 
|heavy, prime beef, the only kind worth 
having, one’s purse must needs be 
long. 


STEAKS 

The steak cuts are  porterhouse, 
sirloin, rib, round and chuck, rank- 
‘ing in merit as named.» However, 
buyers can be assured that sirloin is 
equal in quality to porterhouse. It 
is a larger steak, and probably more 
economical, especially for a large 
family. It is cheaper to buy short 
porterhouse steaks, even though they 
cost more, than those with the lower 
end or flank-piece left on. The por- 
terhouse with tenderloin and flank re- 
moved is called a club-house steak, a 
name given to rib steaks as well, when 
not separated from the bone to ap- 
pear as “tenderloin.” Round steak 
makes sturdy eating, being far from 
tender, but it is very nutritious. | Pot+

VEAL 

' Veal is not cut up as beef, being 
|too small for such detailed division. 
| There are but two parts, so to speak, 
| the hind quarters and fore quarters. 
The hind quarters are, of course, of- 
ten divided into loin and leg, the fore 
quarters into breast, neck and should- 
er. A hind quarter of real milk- 
veal is none too large for a hand- 
some roast for a good-sized family. In 
any case it is more economical to buy 
the whole quarter, making chops of 
| the loin or roasting it separately and 
using the “leg for a roast. 

A hind quarter is more choice and 
costs more a pound than does the fore 
quarter, but there is nothing in meats 
more delicious than the roast breast 
and shoulder of veal. The shoulder- 
bone should be removed at the butch- 
or’s, and the cavity filled, before roast- 
ing, with a well-flavored stuffing. 
When the breast alone is roasted a 
pocket may be made for the filling. 
Many butchers bone the breast so tlie 
filling may be rolled up in it, but the 
bones are valuable for the flavor they 
impart during the roasting, and 
should therefore never be dispensed 
with. 

The neck is the part of the calf for 
stews, fricassees and pot-pies. The 
knuckles and shins are for the soup- 
pot, if not otherwise used. Veal 
cutlets are slices from the leg. Some 
cooks use rib-chops or loin-chops for 
cutlets, but the bone is an impedimen* 
to their enjoyment when breaded, 
and if the yea! is milk-veal the leg

When all the meat above 
the knuckle is taken for a fillet the 
bone cavity may be filled with a rich 
stuffing. 

The best mutton is from a wether! 
from two to three years old. If it 
has been well fed out of doors, where 
it has run about grazing, the meat 
will be a lively crimson, the fat very 
white, abundant and firm, and the 
‘arcass short, compact, and heavy for 
‘ts size. A carcass that has a long- 
lrawn-out appearance, dark flesh and 
not much fat is dear at any pri.e 
and is not worth the trouble of care- 
ful cooking. The longer mutton is 
hung before cooking—up to the point 
of “turning”—the better it is. The 
parts for roasting are the loin, sad- 
die, shoulder and haunch, the loin or 
saddle being the best. A saddle is a 
double loin held together by the back- 
bone, 


MUTTON 
A leg of mutton should always be | 
soiled, though many good cooks roast | 
it. For chops the ribs or loin are 
used. French chops are the ribs 
trimmed very neatly and the bone cut 
iff to a convenient length, scraped 
clean to be decorated with a paper 
frill in serving. Both loin and rib 
chops are often boned and rolled. 
One must be watchful in buying th: 
first quality of chops, as the chump- 
chops, lying next and back of the loin- 
chops, and the neck-chops, lying next 
and forward of rib-chops, are so in- 
ferior as not to be worth half the 
price of true loin or rib chops. For 
mutton stew, pie and fricasses the 
neck is best, the breast ranking next. 
Lamb is divfded as mutton, except- 
ing that leg and loin are generally | 
left together to make one roast. A 
leg of lamb should never be boiled, ac 
it it not highly enough flavored to 
admit of this method of cooking: bui 
it is sometimes roasted alone, the loin 
being used for chops or separate 
roasting. Lamb, like veal or any 
immature meat, should be thoroughly | 
cooked, as it is unwholesome other- 
wise. Yearling is lamb a year old. 
nd is much better than “spring” lamb. 
In cutting and cooking it is treated as 
mutton. 
In pork the loin and ribs are both 
} used for,either roasts or chops, and 
if from a young but fully matured 
pig they make very delicate eating.

The Feast That Follows the Capture of 


a Turtle In Madagascar. 

Some of the turtles of Madagascar 
are oval in form and very fat and 
plump; otbers are much thinner and 
flat. In order to catch them the na- 


tives go out to sea in the early mort- | 


lng when the ocean is very smooth and 
the turtles come to the surface to en- 
joy their morning nap. They use a 
tind of Lurpoon about twelve feet long, 
thod with a piece of barbed iron and 
attached to a strong rope a couple of 
hundred yards in length. The fishers 
approach the sleeping animal with 
great care, says Jumeés Sibree in “A 
Naturalist In Madagascar,” for when 
it is struck it dives down immediately, 
and the fisherman, if he refuses to let 
go the rope, dives with it, so he tries 
to make the first blow a mortal one. 

As soon as the turtle is caught the 
captors make for the shore, and all the 
people gather to share in the feast. 
No one is allowed to bring anything 
from a house to the spot. The animal 
must be wrenched open and cut in 
pieces with the knives that belong to 
the canoe. It must be cooked in sea 
water in its own shell and served in 
scoops or other vessels from the canoe 
or in pieces of turtle shell. None of 
the flesh Can be taken into a heuse to 
be cooked or eaten there. All these 
aud several other precautions are an- 
cestral customs, and if they were not 
religiously observed the turtles would 
disappear, according to universal be 
lief. 

The natives of the northwest coast 
give a curious account of a fish that 
they call the hamby, which is about as 
Jong a8 a mun’s arm and as big around 
us a man’s thigh. Its dorsal fin, they 
say, is like a brush, and it is smeared 
with a sticky liquid not unlike glue. 
When it catches another fish it bolds 
it with this sticky brush, and the cap- 
tive cannot get away. The people 
make use of this peculiarity in their 
own fishing. When they bave caught 
a hamby they contine it in a light cage, 
which they fasten in the sea. They 
feed the hamby daily with cooked rice 
or stnall fish, and when they want to 
use it they tie a long cord around its 
tail and follow in a canoe. When it 
fastens on a fish they pull it in and 
seize the spoil for themselves. 


GUM UNDER THE GROUND. 


|; Quaint Old Time Account of Peru’s 
Petroleum Fields. 

Probably the first printed reference 
to the petroleum industry on the Pa- 
cific coast Was made in 1569, when “De 
Las Drojas De Las Indias” appeared. 
It was translated in 1596 by John 
Frampton, in London, who gave the 
book the title, “Joyfullnewes Out of 
the New-Found World.” His transla- 
tion of that portion of the work relat- 
ing to petroleum follows: 

“Of a gumme that is taken out from 
under the grounde. 

“In the Collao being a country of 
Peru, there is a Province which doth 
not beare any tree or Plante, because 
the Grounde is full of Gummes, and 
from this grounde the Indians take out 
,a Licour, that serueth them to heale 
many diseases, and to take it out they 
use it in this manner. 

“They make of the Earth certeyne 
Sesternes very greate, and set them 
upon timber, or Cunes, and underneath 
they put a thing, that may receive the 
| Licour, which commeth out of them, 
and they place them in the Sunne, and 
with the heate and strength thereof, 
the Gumme is melted or the licour 
which the Earth hath, and the Ses- 
ternes remayne without any Licour, 
whiche profiteth too make fire of, for 
in that place there are no Trees, nor 
anye other thing to make fire of: and 
it is an euill light, for its casteth out 
black Smoke, and an horrible smell, 
and for all this, seeing that they have 
no-nother thing to make fire of, they 
take a paynes with it. 

“The Licour whiche commeth foorth 
of it, profiteth for many diseases, and 
especially when they depende of colde, 
or colde causes. It taketh away anye 
griefe of the sayde cause, and all 
swellinges which come thereof: they 
heale with it woundes, and all euilles 
which the Sarana, and the Tacambaca 
dvo heale. That whiche they sent me, 
is of a red colour, somewhat darke, 
nud it hath a good smell.”—Argonaut.

And Why the Town of Sand Hill 


Dadn’t Hoist Him.

It was Enos Hopkins who got the 
idea that Sand Hili should prove her 
patriotism to the world at large by 
displayin’ the American flag for seven 
days a week. He got the idea one Sun- 
day mornin’ as he lay in bed, and he 
hugged it to his soul and chuckled over 
it for a week before he said anything 
to a livin’ soul. Everybody knew by 
his actions that somethin’ was up. 

At length, when Saturday night came 
and there was the usual crowd at the 
Pestoffice, he shot off his gun.

chase of a flag. With his own hands, 
if agreeable to all, he would b'ist the 
emblem at sunrise and lower it at 
sunset durin’ the rest of his natural 
life. 

The deacon said that was also a 
beautiful speech, with a mighty strong 
p'int to it, and the feelin's of the crowd 
had got so worked up over freedom 
and liberty that tears stogd in many 
eyes. Hosen was followed by Squar’ 
Joslyn, Philetus Williams, Abraham 
White and others, and thar was fre- 
quent cheerin’ and shakin’ hands. 

About ten years ago Abijah David- 
son's dog tore the ear off a hog owned 
by Joel Hardman, and the men had 
been enemies ever since, but under the 
excitement and patriotism engendered 
by the speeches they fell into each oth- 
er’s arms and became brothers ag’in. 
It was settled that a public contribu- 
tion should be taken up to buy a fifteen 
dollar flag, and then came the question 
of where it should be raised.

It was on high 
szround and the tlag could be seen from 
every house in town. 

“We wouldn't put Enos to all that 
trouble,” said Deacon Black as he rose 
up.

I'll see that the flag is 
duly displayed from the roof of my

Then everybody bobbed up and de- 
manded to be heard. Every man pres- 
ent wanted that flag in front of his 
house or place of business and no- 
where else, and purty soon they was 
shakin’ their fists and sayin’ they'd 
be durned if they wouldn't have it 
there or refuse to contribute a red cent. 
There was a lively row on in two min- 
its, with no more weepin’ over pa- 
triotism. 

Deacon Black rattled on the stove- 
pipe with his cane until he quieted the 
racket, and then he said: 

“Feller patriots, have we no public 
speerit among us?” E 

“We have!” yelled the crowd. 

“Then let us exhibit it. Bein’ my 
cooper shop is the highest buildin’ in 
town and bein’ the American flag has 
got to flipflop in the breeze to be seen 
and venerated, 1 unselfishly offer to 
put up a pole and take charge of the 
flag.”

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MIGHTY MOUNT RAINIER. 


Beheaded by a Volcanic Explosion, It 
Still Towers Up 14,408 Feet. 

Mount Rainier, in Washington, cov- 
?rs 100 square miles of territory and 
rises 14,408 feet into the air. In shape 
lt is not a simple cone tapering to a 
sleuder, pointed summit like Fujiyama, 
the great volcano of Japan. It is ratbh- 
era broadly truncated mass resembling 
4u enormous tree stump with spread- 
jug base and irregularly broken, top. 

Its life history has been a varied one. 
Like all voleanoes, Rainier has built up 
its cone with the materials ejected by 
its own eruptions—with cinders and 
steam shredded particles and lumps of 
lava and with occasional flows of liquid 
lava that have solidified into layers of 
hard basaltic rock. At one time it at- 
tained an altitude of not less than 16,- 
000 feet, if one may judge by the steep 
Inclination of the lava and cinder layers 
visible in its flanks. Then followed a 
great explosion that destroyed the top 
part of the mountain and reduced its 
height by some 2,000 feet. The volcano 
was left beheaded, with a capacious 
hollow crater surrounded by a jagged 
rim. 

Later on this 
measured nearly 


great cavity, which 
three miles across 
from south to north, was filled by two 
small cinder cones. Successive feeble 
eruptions added to their height until at 
last they formed together a low round- 
ed dome—the eminence that now con- 
stitutes the mountain's summit. ‘The 
higher portions of the old crater rim 
rise to elevations within a few hundred 
feet of the summit and, especially 
when viewed from below, stand out 
boldly as separate peaks that mask and 
seem to overshadow. the central dome. 


FUTURE OF THE HORSE. 


Can the Heavy Draft Animal Survive 
the Motor Truck? 

The heavy draft horse is doomed. 
He will not vanish suddenly, but his 
hour has struck. Motor vehicles al- 
ready are displacing him in cities. .The 
cheap farm tractor will do the same in 
the country. In a few decades the 
great, magnificent brutes will be little 
more than a memory. Their places 
will be taken by bloodless machines, 
that never whinny greetings to a kind 
master, never search one’s pockets for 
sugar—and never break their legs on 
icy pavements or drag out a friendless 
old age under the whips of stupid, 
greedy drivers. 

When one tbinks of these last con- 
siderations the horseless age doesn't 
Seem so gloomy a prophecy. But if 
man is wise there will be no horseless 
age. 

If man has any real wisdom—and 
that belief, though often disappointed, 
never dies—the horse will be promoted 
to the position of humanity’s chief pet 
and plaything. but always with a sub- 
stratum of usefulness which will keep 
him from degenerating into a mere toy. 
The draft horse, the trotter—even the 
“general purpose animal”’—may go, but 
the saddie horse ought to stay and 
thrive. Just as a medical prescription, 
he Is well worth while, for the old Eng- 
lish phrase that “the outside of a horse 
is the best thing fur the insides of a 
man” still holds true, and as an in- 
structor of youth and a means of real 
contact with nature he has no rival but 
the dog.—Cleveland Plain Dealer. 


He Could Wield an Ax. 

The skill of the old Maine shipbuild- 
ers in the use of the adz and broudax 
was wonderful. One old time yarn is 
of a carpenter who applied very drunk 
at a shipyard for employment. In or- 
der to have a ligle fun with him the 
foreman set him to give a proof of his 
skill by bewing out a wooden bolt with 
no chopping block but a stone. The 
carpenter accomplished his difficult 
task without marring the keen edge of 
the broadax and showed the foreman 
a neatly made bolt. Then he brought 
the ax down with a territic blow that 
shattered its edge upon the stone. “I 
can hew fust rate on your chopping 
block,” he hiccoughed, “but I'll be 
blamed if I can make the ax stick in 
it when I git through.”

EATING UP THEIR FUTURE 
England’s war bill has now reached 


$4,600,000 for every hour of the day | 


and night. By next March that 
nation’s total debt will be eleven bil- 
lion dollars. Imposition of taxes un- 
matched for size in these times will 
still leave the British people borrow- 
ing two-thirds of the money needed to 
carry on the struggle. An extra and 
heavy tax is to be laid upon the din- 
ner table, while the income tax is to 
/reach down to all who earn $650 a 
year. Profits on business, more post- 
age on letters, bigger death taxes on 
estates and heavy import duties on 
nearly all commodities are some of 
the details of the British plan to meet 
the largest daily expenditures ever 
made by any country. 

Other warring nations do not let the’ 
outside world know so fully what 
they are suffering, but their debts are 
mounting with almost equal swiftness. 
When the war began estimates of 
$50, 000,0 600 for daily expenses of all 
| countries seemed excessive; but the 
actual! figures today must be nearly 
double that. All business in Ger-

Taxes all over 
Europe will increase enormously, 
while productivity is dwindling at a

All the belligerents are eating up 
their future and mortgaging every 
available resource. This generation 
must bear the blood and bone burden 
of the war.

“That all inhabitants of this col- 
ony of* full age, who are worth 
Ibs. proclamation money clear 
estate in the same, and have re- 
sided in the county in which they 
claim a vote for twelve months im- 
mediately preceding the election, shall 
be entitled to yote for representatives 
in council and assembly; and also for 
all other public officers that shall be 
elected by the people of the county 
at large.” For “the safety, quiet and 
good order and dignity of the state,” 
women were deprived of this fran- 
chise by act of the legislature on the 
16th day of November, 1807. In 1844 
the word “male” was inserted in the 
New Jersey constitution. 

2. The pepulation of states which 
have full suffrage for women is 8,- 
189,469, or 8.8% of the population of 
the United States, according to the 
census of 1910. 

Massachusetts has a density 
population per square mile of 418.8. 

The woman suffrage states have a 
density of population as follows: 

Arizona, 1.8; California, 15.3; Col- 
orado, 7.7; Idaho, 3.9; Kansas, 20.7; 
Montana, 2.6; Nevada, 0.7; Oregon,, 
7.0; Utah, 4.5; Washington, 17.1; Wy- 
oming, 1.5. 

38. Since 1912, South Dakota, North 
Dakota, Ohio, Wisconsin, Michigan, 
Nebraska and Missouri have defeated 
woman suffrage at the polls, Since 
last November the following state 
legislatures have refused to pass suf- 
frage measures: Maine, New Hamp- 
shire, Vermont, Rhode Island, Con- 
necticut, Delaware, Indiana, Michi- 
gan, North Carolina, Minnesota, North 
Dakota, South Dakota, Oklahoma, 
Texas, Missouri, Nebraska, Wiscon- 
sin, Florida, Alabama, New Mexico.

4. Ohio and Michigan have defeat- , 


ad suffrage twice at the polls: Ohio, 
in 1912, by a majority of 87,455, and 
again in 1914, by a majority of 182,- 
905; Michigan, in 1912, by a majority 
of 760, and again in 1913 (six months 
later), by a majority of 96,144. 

5. The states of Ohio, Michigan 
and Missouri have given larger ma- 
jorities against suffrage than the ma- 
jority ‘for suffrage given by all the 
woman suffrage states combined. The 
combined majorities for suffrage in 
ten of the double suffrage states ag- 
gregate 95,285. Ohio rejected woman 
suffrage by @ majority of 182,905, Mis- 
souri by 140,206, and Michigan by 
96,144. 

6. The highest known percentage of 

a woman electorate to vote in a great 
city voted in Chicago on April 6, 
1915, when 49.9% of the eligible fe- 
males went to the polls. At the same 
election 84.7% of the male electorate 
voted. These figures are based on a 
careful estimate of the number. of 
male and female citizens in Chicago 
made by the New -York Tribune, a 
sulfragist newspaper. 
- 7.. Approximately 2.1% of the wo- 
men of Massachusetts have used the 
school vote in the last seventeen 
years. 5 

8. According to the United States 


census, there were in this state in 
1910, 1,021,669 males, and 1,074,485 


females 21 years of age or over, leav- 
inz an excess of females of voting age 
c «2s males of voting age of 52,816. If 
gziven the vote in Massachusetts, wo- 
men would be able, if they cared to 
use their power, to take the reins of 
government completely out of the 
hands of men. Dy 

9. It is not true that “8,000,000 or 
9,000,000 women work in store, fac- 
tory and shop.” Over 45% of the 8,- 
075,772 gainfully occupied females 
over 10 years of age in the United 
States are employed on the home, 
farm and in domestic and personal 
service. A total of 4,435,804 females 
work outside of the home, and of 
these 1,345,905 are under 21, and ap- 
proximately 1,000,000 are negro wo- 
men employed in the southern cotton 
fields. | 

10. The following are among the 
special privileges and 
that have been, given women by the 
votes of men in Massachusetts:— 

A woman &cquires citizenship by 
marriage to a’ citizen, though she, her- 
self, may not be naturalized. She has 


aiso the rights of naturalization en-. 
_ joyed by, men. 


Women are exempt from military 
and jury duty.

Women are exempt from arrest be- 


fore judgment in civil actions arising | 


out of contract. 
A wife is not pound to support her 


husband or minor children of inde-| 


pendent means, or, during life of hus- 
band, minor children over 16 years 
old. A wife is jointly liable for debts 
for necessaries for herself and fam- 
ily to the extent of $100, only, in each 
instance, provided debts are incurred 
with her knowledge or consent and 
provided she has property worth 
$2000. A husband is bound under pen- 
alty of imprisonment to support his 
wife and minor children. They may 
pledge his credit, without liability to 
themselves, for necessaries appropri- 
ate to his station in life. _ 

In addition to causes available to 
men, non-support by husband is a 
cause for divorce. The court may al- 
so require a husband to pay alimony 
‘during the pendence of the libel and 
costs of suit, even though it is 
brought by the wife. 

Widow may remain in husband’s 
house six months, rent free, and may 
also be given allowance for neces- 
saries appropriate to her station in 
life, both in preference to creditors. 

11. Speaking at. the last Susan B. 
Anthony birthday anniversary ban- 
quet in Denver, Judge Lindsey, the 
most distinguished Colorado suffra- 
gist, said: 

“When we asked for the employe’s 
compensation bill, where were the 
women voters of Denver? When pro- 
test was entered, I looked around for 
some of our women voters to plead 
for the poor women and children who 
would be benefited by this bill. But 
there wasn't a woman present. Where 
is our adult probation law? We are a 
suffrage state. Massachusetts is not, 
but they have an adult probation law. 
Where is our home finding society? 
We have suffrage, but our depend- 
ent children in this state are put in 
homes for dependent children instead 
of being given the right to family 
ties. We are twenty years behind 
Massachusetts in spite of suffrage.” 

12. Maine, Kaiisas, North Dakota, 
Georgia, Oklahoma, Mississippi, North 
|Carolina, Tennessee, West Virginia, 
Virginia, Alabama and Arkansas and 
South Carolina adopted prohibition by 
the votes of men alone. Arizona, Ore- 
gon, Washington and Colorado are 
the only states that have gone “dry” 
with women voting and these did not 
zo “dry” until 19/4. 

13. The city of Chicago, where wo- 
men vote for mayor and aldermen, 
permits saloons to run on Sunday, 
and immediately after the April clec- 
tion authorized holders of special bar 
permits to sell liquor at social gath- 
erings two hours after the saloons 
close. 

14. Women will be liable to jury 
duty if given the vote in Massachu- 
setts. Chapter 176, Section 1, Revised 
Laws of Massachusetts, says: “A 
person qualified to vote for represen- 
latives to the General Court, shall be 
liable to serve as a juror.” 


SHOULD WOMEN VOTE? 


(From the Railroad Employee, Sep- 
tember, 1915.) 

This publication has never enter- 
tained any decided convictions  re- 
garding the question of woman suf- 
frage until quite recently, when a 
case came to our personal attention 
which leads to the belief that a wo- 
man’s, particularly a married wo- 
man’s, proper sphere is in her home, 
rather than in seeking that maudlin 
excitement incident to gadding the 
streets and mixing into the maelstrom 
of politics. 

The inspiration in this instance is 
furnished in the home life of a rail- 
road man of our acquaintance, who 
has a wife and two charming chil- 
dren, a boy and a girl, sixteen and 
eighteen years of age, respectively. 
During the father’s absence at his 
work and the mother’s on her cam- 
paigning, these children are allowed 
to wander unrestricted and _ unre- 
strained on the streets of a great city 
and form associations that, to say 
the least, are far from uplifting. 

In the meantime, the husband is 
compelled to prepare most of 
meals for the family and perform 
other sundry household tasks, even to 
making the beds, which would lead to 
a new Declaration of Independence by 
the heads of many families not so 
charitably inclined. 

While we realize there are always 
two sides to any question of public 
interest, be it prohibition, suffrage, or 
what not, if the “votes for women” 
propaganda is going to result as it 
has in this particular instance in re- 
moving the home influence of wives 
and mothers, WITH NEGLECTED 
HUSBANDS, AND CHILDREN 
REARED AMID THE CONTAMINA; 
TING ASSOCIATIONS OF THE 
STREET, RATHER THAN IN THE 
REFINING ENVIRONMENTS OF 
THE HOME,-it will be better, far 
better, for future generations that the 
right of franchise be indefinitely de- 
ferred.

MARKET REVIEW 


The present season is a busy one. 
with the thoughtful 
homes, whe having in mind the long 
winter months that are fast approach- | 
ing are laying in a_ store of pre- 
serves of various kinds, such as to- 
mato catsup, grape jellies canned 
beans. It is a particuiarly good time 
to do preserving as materials 


they are at the present time. 

A-visit to the local. markets find 
them-all well supplied, and the va- 
riety carried is displayed in_ attrac- 
tively arranged show windows. As 
far as prices are concerned there is 
but little difference, as all stores are 
asking practically the same prices. 

Just to quote a few of the pre- 
vailing prices it might be said that 
green tomatoes are selling for 30 
cents a peck and ripe tomatoes at 8) 
cents a quart or two quarts for 15 
cents which is at the rate of 60 cents 
a peck, although if one desires to 
purchase a peck or bushel the price 
would be shaded considerably. Small, 


onions for pickling are listed at 15 = 


cents a quart, sweet peppers at 10) 
cents a quart and green peppers at} 
8 cents. 

Fancy tokay\ grapes are selling at 
from 10 to 15 cents a pound accord- 
ing to quality. Basket grapes are 
still a little high, owing to the fact 
that the local crop has not as yet 
been harvested. . 

Prices of some of the other vege- 
tables quoted ere pumpkins, 3 cents 
a pound, red cabbage, 3 cents a 
pound, cucumbers 8 cents cach, lima 
60 cents a peck, spinach 20 
cents a peck. As for very 
fancy eating apples are selling at 5 
cents each or 50 cents a dozen, and 
greenings at 40 peck. 
Very few Baldwins have made their 
appearance in the markets as yet but 
they will be received very soon now. 
Green corn has about gone although 
some of the markets are carrying a 
little. Celery is quite plentiful and 
reasonable, although it is said that 
the famous Boston Market celery, 
has not appeared in the market. 

The heavy winds the first of the 
week raised havoc with many fruit 
trees with the result that so many 
apples were blown off that what! 
leoked like a good winter's crop has 
glimmering. Strictly speaking, 
this is an off year for apples and 
prices are likely to be unusually 
high for winter apples.

Potatoes have risen in price some- _ 


what during the past week and are 
now selling at $1.50 for a two bushel 
bag, an advance of 35 cents a bag 
from last week. 

There is not much of a market for 
cantaloupes and as for peaches there 
seems to be no demand at all. Peach- 
es have never been cheaper than this 
year and if one could go through the 
cellars of Quincy homes they would 
doubtless find many jars of this de- 
licious fruit laid away for the winh- 
ter. Pears are scaree and high, As 
a matter of fact there have been very 
few pears in the markets this year. 

Here are a few recipes that will 
please the housewife: 


BAKED TOMATOES AU GRATIN 

Peel 6 large, ripe tematoes, cut in 
quarters lengthwise, place in a Wat- 
tered baking dish and sprinkle with 
1 tablespoon flour thoroughly mixed 
with 1 tablespoon of sugar and 1 tea 
spoon of salt. Chop finely 1 peeled 
onion, 1 seeded green pepper and 1 
stalk of celery, distribute evenly over 
the tomatoes, cover with a cup of 
bread crumbs, pour in 1-4 cup of 
cream, dot generously with bits of 
butter, bake covered for half an hour, 
then uncover and bake until brown.

MONEY STONES OF YAP. 


Natives of the Island Do Not Carry 
Change In Their Pockets. 

Propped up against the house of the 
native chief of Yap, which is one of 
the Caruline islailys lying southeast of 
the Philippines, may be seen a row of 
“money stones,” the current coin of 
the island. In shape these stones are 
like millstones, but they do no grind- 
ing. They serve simply as a parade of 
the wealth of the village. Their value 
lies solely in the difficulty with which 
they are obtained. 

The yellowish granite of which they 
are made is found only in the island! 
of Palao, 200 miles away, and when 
the monsoon favors forty or fifty na- 
tives voyage there in their canoes. 
After pacifying the king of Palao with | 
presents the work of hewing the wala- , 
ka, or money stones, begins, lasting for 
months until the monsvon changes, 
when the toilers start homeward with 
their “coin.” 

The smallest of these stones is about 
a foot in 4iumeter°and three inches 
thick, with a round hole through its 
center. It will buy food for a family 
for a month. The large stones, about 
three feet in diameter and eight inches 
thick, have relatively much greater 
value, since it is more difficult to trans- 
port them in cranky canoes over such 
a long stretch of sea. Indemnities can 
be paid with such a stone or the aid 
of neutrals purchased in time of war. 
—William L. Cathcart in St. Nicholas. 


THE NUMBER NINE. 


Easy to Multiply by It if You Will Re- 
member This Rule. 

Examine any one of the statements 
of equality in the multiplication table 
of nine, up to and including nine times 
ten, Select, for example, 9X 7=—=63; or 
9x2—18. 

Observe that in each case the first 


‘digit in the product is one less than 


the number by which nine is multi- 
plied, and the second digit in the prod- 
uct is such that when added to the 
first digit, the sum of the two is nine. 

You may make practical use of this 
peculiarity of nine and its multiples by 
upplying it in the folowing way: 

If nine is to be multiplied by eight. 
for example. think at once of seven 
(which is one less than eight, the mul- 
tiplier): then think of two, which must 
be udded to seven to make nine, and 
you have seventy two, the product of 
nine and eight. 

Or, if nine is to be multiplied by five 
think of four, which is one less than. 
five; then think of five, which must 
be added to four to make nine, and 
you have forty-five, the product of nine 
and five. 

By using this method the nines, 
usually among the hardest of the ta- 
bles to fix in the memory, may, in a 
short time, be fairly classed with the 
fives and tens and elevens, which are 
said to “remember themselves.”— 
Youth's Companion. 

A High Priced Fricassee. 

Lord Alvaniey, a noted wit and high | 
liver in England a hundred years or so 
ago, insisted oy having an apple tart on | 
his dinner table every day throughout 
the year. On one occasion be paid a | 
caterer $1,000 for a luncheon put up in 
a basket that sufficed a small boating | 
party going up the Thames.

cern Blows Up This 
Morning 


RESCUING FIRE AUTO CRASHES INTO TREE 


One man was instantly killed and a 
dozen more or less injured when the 
large boiler in the shoe manufactory 
Garfield, situated on 
Middle street, Fast Weymouth, blew 
up with a loud report at 7.80 this 
morning.

The side of the building toward the 
boiler house was torn off, and win 
dows along the whole side smashed. 
William Dizer, who resides in a house 
adjoining the building, says that he 
was in the yard when the explosior 
came and its report caused houses to 
shake. The air was filled full of fly- 
ing debris, Fortunately no one was 
on the street af the time. 

When the explosion came there was 
a grand rush to get out by the 100 em- 
ployes. ‘Everybody on the upper 
floors made a rush for the stairways 
and it was this rush 
most of the injuries. 
ter the explosion and when the fire

Some time af- 
which had started had been extin- 
guished, a search was made for the 
missing engineer. His body was 
found buried vnder a great pile of de- 
bris near where the boiler house 
joined the main building. 

An examination of the wrecked boil- 
er which was thrown one side showed 
that the explosion had occurred at the 
head, that is the end nearest the fire 
box. <A large part of the outside shell 
had been torn.off and seattered about 
and several of the tubes were torn out 
and seattered about, one tube being 
carried 2cross the street and landed 
in,the yard of W. H. Cushing on the 
opposite side of the street. 

Immediately following the explosion 
an alarm of fire was sounded and it 
was while responding to this alarm 
that the auto chemical apparatus from 
North Weymouth was wrecked an 
‘two men badly injured. 

It is believed that the driver of the 
auto truck thought the alarm came 
from North Weymorth and instead of 
turning into Middle street and running 
a short distance to the fire, he ccn- 
tinned on Commercial street toward 
Jackson square. When near the Odd 
Fellows ‘nilding there is a slight 
(curve in the street, and in trving to 
take this turn the auto chemical 


| crashed into a large Elm tree. 


District Engiweer Hiram Nadeli and 
Driver Marr were on the front of the 
machine and riding on the rear were 
Stanley Torrey and Hiram Collier, two 
firemen, When the car struck the. 
tree both Engineer Nadell and Driver 
Marr were thrown some distance and 
landed heavily on the ground. ‘Engi-+ 
neer Nadell was picked up uncon- 
sclous and is thought to have suffered 
a fracture of the skull. Marr was al- 
so badly bruised and cut but it is not 
thovght that his injuries are of a ser- 
ious nature. The men on the rear of 
the maehine were thrown off but each 
escaped with a shaking up. 

More than 30 Quincey people are em- 
ployed at the factory, most of them 
men. All were at work when the ex- 
plosion occurred and many of them 
were thrown to the floor and from 

eats some occupied in front of their 
benches by the foree cf the explosion. 
The Quiney girls although in the panic 
stricken crowd which almost blocked 
the exit escaped injury. So far ds cam 
he learned no Quiney people were in- 
jured. 

Charles Marr, driver of. the 
wrecked auto combination, is of the 
opinion that a faulty steering gear 
caused the machine to smash into the 
tree. He told members of the de- 
partment shortly after the accident 
that he was unable to bring his ma- 
chine aroutd the corner or to avoid 
its hitting the tree. 

He was taken to his home on 
{Athens street immediately after the 
Physicians found no bones 
broken but discovered heavy bruises 
about the body. Heis able to walk 
around. 

Marr is well known in Wollaston. 
Seven years ago he lived there and 
drove an express wagon for Lou 
Hazleton. His father, Charles Marr; 
also lived in Wollaston and made his 
home with him. Marr has been con- 
nected with the department but six 
months, his appointment coming after 
the apparatus was purchased for the 
North Weymouth house. Until then 
he operated a truck fora

BRONZE TABLET 


A bronze tablet and bust of John 
Hancock, presented to the state by the | 
Society of the Sons and Daughters of | 
the Revolution, will be dedicated with | 
appropriate cergmonies, Oct. 19. ‘Phe | 
tabiet will be placed in Doric hall op- 
posite the Lincoln Memorial. The 
memorial is designed around a replica | 
of an old bust of Hancock by the | 
architect, A. Reuling, New York, and | 
the plan has been passed upon by the 
state commission. 

The tablet, which is presented here- | 
with in reproduction, is of United) 
States standard statuary bronze, an 
alloy composed of 90 per cent. copper | 
and 10 per cent. tin and zine. It} 
measures about four feet, three inches 
by six feet, cight inches. With the ex-) 
ception of the bust it was cast in one 
piece by the Jonathan Williams | 
bronze foundry in.

“It is not a minute, insignificant and 
dwartish qyuestion but one that con- 
fronts the American people, and it 
should be looked squarely in the face 
and with’ the desire to know what to 
do with it. 

“We daily see the spectacle of our 
government closely allied to the li- 
quor traffic, reaping ‘an enormous 
revenue and it seems strange that a 
government obtained at such a_ cost 
should permit the liquor traffic to ex- 
ist.

New York has just stepped into the 
ranks of those states putting indigent 
widowed mothers on its payrolls. The 
law took effect July 1, and it i esti- 
mated that in New 
there are upward of 1,500 widowed 


mothers and perhaps three times as | 


many children to be provided for. No 
larger sum may be given to any moth- 
er, according to this law, than would 
support her children in an asylum. 
This means $10 a month for each mi- 
nor child, for that is the amount of 
board paid by the state for the board 
of each orphaned boy and girl, 

This law does not include cases 
where the family has resided less than 


‘two years in the county or where the 


father was not a citizen at the time of 
his death. Besides New York, the 
mothers’ pension law goes into effect 
this year in Tennessee, Wyoming and 
Arizona. In these four states at least 
2,000 families will be reunited and 
three times as many children taken 
from public institutions, 

Missouri, Ulinois, Ohio, Michigan, 
Minnesota, Nevada, New Hampshire, 
Massachusetts and New Jersey, with 
varying limitations and allowances, 
already had such laws. 

Mrs. Harriman has been appointed to 


child welfare board of nine members 
for the term of eight years after hav- 
ing served for the past two as a mem- 
ber of the federal commission on in- 
dustrial relations. 

This principle of pensioning indigent 
widowed mothers Denmark, the coun- 
try of economists and scientists, finally 
arrived at as the one solution to the 
problem of dependent Children. It has 
alleviated community charge to the 
satisfaction of that government. In 
other countries it has been similarly 
successful. Just before the war France 
appropriated $10,000,000 for one pur- 
pose—home care of dependent children.

GIBSON, THE DWARF. 


This Seventeenth Century Midget Won 
Fame as an Artist. 

Purveyors of side show amusements 
are agreed, it is said, that dwarfs no 
longer may be counted upon to draw 
andjences, no matter how gifted these 
Liliputians may be. In Charles Strat- 
ton, knowh the world over by his pseu- 
donim of Tom Thumb, this country 
jurnished the most’ attractive dwarf 
that ever exploited his accomplish- 
meyts and who, as stated by his spon- 
sor in what was considered the most 
“stunning” advertising of the day, was 
“the delight of all the crowned heads 
of Europe” as well as of the uncrown- 
ed sovereigns of America. 

Great as Tom Thumb was in -his 
time, there were dwarfs perceding him 
that made most enviable reputations. 
Among these were Richard Gibson, 
age seventy-five at his death, July 23, 
1690, and his widow, who died nine- 
teen years later at the advanced age 
of eighty-nine. Gibson was a winia- 
ture painter—miniature in every sense

How the Roman Empire Grew. 

Rome was founded 750 B. C., the 
kings were expelled 509 B. C., and it 
was not until 200 B. C., 460 years after 
the founding of the city, that the Ro- 
mans conquered theirimmediate neigh- 
bors, the Samnites, Latins, ete. It was 
not until 266 B. C., following the defeat 
of Pyrrhus, that Rome was supreme 
in Italy. from the southern boundary 
of Cisalpine Gaul to the Sicilian strait. 
For 350 years, from the foundation of 
the city, the Romans coulq stand on 
the hills of their city and fe look 
across their entire territ 
on either hand. After the consolidation 
of their power in Italy, however, it 
took them but 150 years to conquer the 
world, 

Cast and Wrought Iron. 

In a paper recently read before the 
Society of Chemical Industry the state- 
ment was made that the strength of 
cast iron was affected by the addition 
of wrought iron in the following pro- 
portions: With 100 parts of cast iron 
ten parts of wrought iron increase the 
strencsth 2 per cent; twenty parts of 
wrought iron increase the strength 
32 per cent; thirty parts of wrought 
iron in » the strength 69 per cent; 
forty parts of wreught fron increise 
the strength only 33 per cent. The 
maximum result is therefore produced 
with 30 per cent wrought scrap.—tIn- 
dianapolis News.

Watch the woman who has more 
money to buy clothes than knack of 
wearing them. . Perhaps she spends 
fifteen minutes before her mirror put- 
ting on her hat. But she takes the bat 
by the brim to begin with. Then she 
begins to put it on at-the front, not the 
back. She pulls it over her forehead, 
knowing that the hat should be tilted 
over the face, and what is left of it 
covers the back of the head. She pulls 
a few strands of hair from under the 
hat to cover her forehead. And then 
she gazes at the front of the hat and 
her face in the mirror. Then she jabs 
a couple of ineffectual hatpins into the 
crown of her hat, and the fifteen min- 
ute task is finished.

A CRUSH OF WORLDS. 


How Our Solar System May End and— 


a New One Be Born. 

The whole of the present solar sys- 
tem is ultimately to fall into the sua, 
eausing an explosion that may result 
in a new solar system. Such fis the 
theory put forward by Professor Philip 
Tauth, a well known s®ronomer, 
whose reputation has rested principally 
upon his researches into ©: conditions 
on the moon. 

The novel feature of Dr. Fauth’s the- 
ory is that it is based upon the suppo- 
sition that a great part of the kuown 
solur system, including especially the 
planets Jupiter, Urauus aud Saturn, are 
net composed of mineral matter at all, 
but are tremendous masses of ice or 
balls of ice surrounding 2 mineral ker- 
nel. Furthermore, he declares, a part 
of what is now known as the Milky 
way is not mineral or gaseous, but “a 
ring of ice dust.” masses of particles 
of ice suspended in space, the other 
planets receiving a coustant addition 
to their ice mass frou this source. 

Professor Fanth declares that the 
world already at some remote periods 
bas had a similar experience, resulting 
in the death of nearly all animate na- 
ture, and that all species of Nfe as we 
know it have arisen since then. Even- 
tuajiy the planets swinging through 
their narrow orbits will fall into the 
sun, cuusiug a new explosion und per- 
haps the birth of a Lew solur system, 
but for thousands of years before that 
time, all life, efther ou earth or else 
where, will have disappeared.—ISansas 
City Journal.

CARE OF _ YOUR UR HANDS. 


Some Hints on Hew to Protect Them 
While at Housework, 

“But I don't like to do housework— 
it spoils my hands.” This is a com- 
plaint frequently laid at the door of 
domestic travail. But is it always 
necessary to have unsightly hands, 
simply from performing the various 
tasks of housework? 

Sweeping is generally hard on the 
hands because it makes callous places 
where the broom or mop handle ts 
beld.

KNOW NOTHING. | 
OF GREAT WAR

London, Sept. 24 (By Mail)—A por- 
tion at least of the Russian Empire 
has yet to learn of the war, accord- 
‘ing to Miss M. A. Czarplika, student 
at Oxford, just returned from an ex- 
ploration of the northern wilds of Si- 
beria. 

She with several colleagues, nmde 
a thorough study of the strange peo- 
ples who inhabit the forests and 
marshes where the Yenesei river runs 
northward into the Artic ocean. Dur- 
ing the winter _the party traveled 
2,000 miles by reindeer sledge. The 
population of the great area regarded 
them as curious visitors from an un- 
known world and allowed them to re- 
main in the tented villages with sus- 
picious reluctance, 

Miss Czarlika, a_ linquist, made 
\friends with the natiyes by speaking 
their languages, Tungus and Yurak. 
The natives live in utmost primitive- 
ness and were surprised to learn that 
Russia was engaged in the greatest 
war of Russian history. 

They are armed only with bow and 
arrow and with these kill their sup- 
plies of wild reindeer meat. The 
exploring party, which gathered tro- 
phies, for Oxford museum,~was able to 
set only meager information of the 
war through a London paper found at 
a semi- -civilized trading post. 

The strange peoples of the frozen 
North were found to worship spirits 
ef bears and birds. For the first 
time in their history they came to 
know of tea, tobacco and cheese giv- 
en them by the explorers in return 
for native gifts.

He Won For Princeton by His Ability, 
Going at Top Speed, to Pick Up 
Bounding Ball—“Shoestring” Plays 
Futile. 


There is an ever growing proneness, 
under the new rules in football, to at- 
tribute too much to whut is termed 
luck. Victories due, as was Harvard's 
over the Massachusetts Aggies recent- 
ly, to an intercepted forward pass in 
the final moments of play are too often 
ascribed to mere good fortune. The 
query presents itself, Is tliere really 
any such thing as luck in football? 

To him who battles on the gridiron 
the word luck, as applied to the “breaks 
of the game,” is a base misnomer. In 
ninety-nine cases out of a hundred it 
is skill that makes the most out of a 
sudden break, a fumble, an intercepted 
pass. To the onlooker it appears like 
the easiest thing in the world for a 
runner to make forty or fifty yards to 
the goal line after intercepting a pass 
and nobody to stop him, but the close 
follower of the game knows better. 

In the first place, it isn't the least 
difficult thing to get one’s hands on a 
football intended for one of the other 
eleven fellows against whom the team 
is fighting. But once the player has 
intercepted the pass or picked up the 
fumble the fine work of the coaches | 
comes in. The players are faught 
that just as soon as one of those 
“breaks of the game” pops up every 
man is to single out an opponent and 
fall on him with might and main. As 
a result, the player with the ball gets 
what appears to be a very lucky situa- 
tion—a clear fleld. 

“Shoestring” Plays Futile. 

Close victories of big elevens over | 
smaller ones—that of Princeton over 
Rutgers recently, for instance—are 
very often due to the “breaks of the 
game” that are the direct result of 
the reckless style of play adopted by 
the minor team. With everything to 
gain and nothing to lose, the small) 
elevens have altogether too much re- 
course to “shoestring” plays, and when 
one of these plays is successful and con- 
verted into a touchdown the cry goes 
up—"Luck!" 

A “shoestring” attack at best pre- 
rents nothing more than a gambler's 
chance and leaves all kinds of open- 
ings for a break in favor of the other 
fellow. If Rutgers bad relied more on 
its straight plays there might have} 
been a different story, for, except at 
the ends and a quarterback, it pre 
sented a bet4er developed combination. 

Princeton more than any other big 
college has been said to have been the 
beneficiary of that misnomer “luck” 
in football. The Tiger coaches as far 
back as Bill Roper always taught thei: 
men to take advantage of the breaks, 
and, as a result, Old Nassau in its 
“preliminary” games has beaten many 
a more advanced eleven which it had | 
no license to beat. The Dartmouth and 
Williams contests last season are glar- 
ing examples. 

The Case of Sam White. 

Some years ago Princeton developed 
a superspecialist in its specialty of 
taking advantage of the breaks. He! 
was Sam White, who, through his abil-! 
ity to see a loose ball, pick it up and 
run for a touchdown, defeated both | 
Yale and Harvard in 1911. White's 
dashes for scores from fumbles were | 
not mere luck. They could not even 
be classed under ‘‘breaks of the game.” 
They were football masterpieces be- 
gotten of the highest skill. 

White's big asset, possessed by about 
one player in a thousand, was his abil- 
ity to pick up a ball on the bound 
while he was running at top speed. 
Those who have tried know how dif-| 
ficult it is to get hold of the elusive 
pigskin when it begins its uneven ca- 
reer on the turf. However, White 80 | 
perfected himself in that art that un- | 
failingly he could, going at full speed, | 
pick up the ball instead of having to 
obey the time honored instructions to 
“fall on the ball when you see it 
loose.” 

White very early in his varsity ex-| 
perience realized that the chances for. 
scoring from a fumble were very great 
if a player could get hold of the) 
bounding ball. He then set to work 
developing his ability. He worked all 
by himself on dry fields. on wet fields, 
in the bright sunlight and in the twi- 
light. He even went as far as to soak 
the ball In order to be able to handle 
the slippery pigskin, and he mastered 
it all too. Certainly that wasn’t “luck.”

He was 
afraid that his neighbors would laugh 
at him and so ran the risk of bring- 
ing death to the whole party. 

At another time the caravan spent 
thirty days in the desert without see- 
ing any human beings except them- 
Much of the territory tra- 
versed was new to geographers. Th 
bne place six days were spent in cross- 
ing an enormous lake bed of dry rock 
salt in great sheets three or four in- 
ches thick which stuck up at every 
angle to a height of three or four feet. 

In all Professor Huntington's trav- 
els his main object has been to study 
the effect of geographical environment 
and especially of climate upon the 
habits and character of the people. 
From innumerable lines of evidence 
he has become convinced that the 
climate of the past was different from 
that of the present, and that this 
has had much to do with the change 
which has come over the civilization 
of many parts of the Old World. 

More recently in connection with 
the Carnegie Institution of Washing- 
fon he has carried his studies to our 
own country and to the ancient civil- 
izations of Mexico and Central Am- 
erica. Here too, the evidence that 
something was different in the past 
is overwhelming. 

In an attempt to find out how such 
climatic changes could influence the 
welfare of nations, Mr. Huntington 
about four years ago began to study

In a letter to sehool superintend- 
ants the Bureau of Education points 
out that there are 2,953,000 foreign 
sorn whites 10 years or over in the 
United States and no less than 2,898, 
506, 15 years or over, generally be- 
yond the compulsory edueation laws, 
who cannot speak English. Com- 
menting upon this situation the lette1 
says: 

“These facts seem so appalling 
when taken in connection with the 
figures for illiteracy which are al 
mest as large, that they call for ac- 
tion on the part of the Federal Gov 
ernment which will reach the non 
English-speaking immigrant individu 
ally.” 

Officials of the Bureau intimated 
unofficially, that in times of nationa 
erises such a situation might easily 
prove, if not disasterous, at least ex 
tremely embarrassing to the govern 
ment. 


Realizing the danger of naving suc}, 
a large body of the inhabitants of thi:

tory, compass, notebook and pencil, ax, 
first aid packet and telephone tester.

pose his wits and energy against those 


whose life is spent in the open among 
the wild animals and who have taken 
from these animals those character- 
istics that we know are possessed by 
the fox, the eoyote, the timber wolf 
and the mountain lion. He who rides 
the trail in a perfunctory and aimless 
manner is but a joke to such men. 

“To cope with such people he must 
learn from the Indian, who avails him- 
self of every sign and indication that 
nature or wild life can give. The In- 
dian never places himself upon the sky 
‘ine until he is thoroughly satistied that 
there is nothing within the range of 
vision to detect him. He will li¢ some- 
times for an hour with his head aguinst 
a bush, fieldglasses to his eyes, and 
scan the country, and then again scan 
it for any sign of human life or fox 
any movement among the wild animals 
which indicates bs Stranger in thei 
midst. 

“The scout does not remain on aie 
trail that has been beaten by somebody 
else—-lhis enemy would not be there—- 


but he is taking advantage of every in- | 


equality of the ground, of swale and 
the coulees, the branches of trees along 
the stream banks and the shady side 
of every ridge, observing carefully for 
indications of . trails, fresh signs of 
horse or any imprint of the foot, His 
eye must be so trained that even the 
bending of the grass would tell him a 
story and would arouse his suspicion, 
“He should never build a fire by day- 
light in the country where he has rea- 
son to believe the enemy may be lurk- 
ing, At night, in some canyon or in 
some sheltered spot where the blaze 


can be seen but a few feet, he can build | 


his smalk fire and cook his food for the 
evening and the next day. It is well 
for him to have enough food cooked 
ahead so that he can remain on the 
trail or in pursuit of an enemy for for- 
ty-eight hours without having to stop 
to cook, 

“In his moments of leisure when 
testing he should make careful notes 
of all that he sees and anything out 
of the ordinary that he cannot under- 
stand should bé carefully described so 
that he may present this to his supe 
rior officer on his return for interpreta- 
tion. When he is called to points re- 
mote from his usual patrol route he 
should indicate such a journey on his 
map by use of his compass. He should 
be careful to note the condition of the 
animals and whenever possible to 
count those of the different species for 
the information of headquarters. 

“Any indication of sickness among 
the animals is of the greatest impor- 
tance and should be reported at once, 
because epidemics are almost as fre- 
quent among animals as among hu- 
mun beings. Interference in any way, 
shape, or mgnuner with the natural 
formations should be reported. Dead 
fish on the surface of the water is a 
dangerous. symptom and would indi 
sate fishing by use of explosives, and 
generally sfeaking any indication that 
nature or any of her creatures has 
been disturbed should be given the 
slosest \scrutiny and reported to the | 
officer in charge. 

“Men who will lend themselves con- 


scientiously to this work are not com- | 


mon, and in their training it is of the 
greatest importance that their facul- 
ties of observation be cultivated to the 
extreme limit. These men must feel a 
pride in the work and strive to hate 
their section the very best patrolled 
one within the park. We will not get

all unite in systematic work and in- 
struction, which cannot be too compre- 
hensive nor tod painstaking.”

Ordeals Through Whieh a Big Gun 
Missile Must Pass.

THE SOFT NOSE PROJECTILE. 


its Ability to Bore Its Way Through 
Heavy Armor Plate Without Explod- 
ing Until After Its Impact Was Dis- 
covered by Accident. ; 


Everybody knows that the ;modern 
shell,is one of the most diabolical of 
man's inventions, but how many of us 
realize that it is also one of the most 
delicate and complicated? 

Recently some tirms holding con- 
tracts for making high explosive shells 
took upon themselves to “correct” a 
detail in the specitication, and, as a re- 
sult, a certain thread was “improved.” 
They will never do anything of the 
kind again, because all their work was 
rejected. The appareit absurdity—it 
is, in fact, an absolute absurdity, from 
an engineering point of view—is de- 
signed of set purpose. 

There is a somewhat similar anom- 
aly in the big shell for penetrating 
armor plating, Which was introduced 
in consequence of an accident. One 
day a test shell was fired at a piece of 
armor plating from the soft side, and 
the projectile went clean through it 
and exploded after impact, whereas a 
similar shell fired against the front— | 
the hardened and tempered side—shat- 
tered and left an indentation of only a 
few inches. 

This singular incident set somebody 
thinking, and in consequence the high 
explosive armor piercing shell is now 
given a soft nose. To the hard point is 
attached a cap of soft metal, with 
which addition it will go through the 
toughest piece of armor plate. . What 
happens on impact seems to be this: 
The cap spreads, holding the point and 
so enabling it—remember that the shell 
is revolving rapidly—to force its way 
unbroken through the hurd face of the 
plate by a sort of boring action. 

No less. curicus is another fact con- 
cerning the points of such projectiles. 
After the heads have been worked the 
shells are left for weeks before they 
undergo the next stage, because, strong 
as they Jook, they are liable te snap. 

Why? Think of the razor. Constant | 
stropping twists the grain, with the re- 
sult that the steel gets “tired” and will 
not yield a keen edge. But if you put 
the thing away for a few weeks the 
stain will return to its normal state, 
and you can get a satisfactory shave. 
In a similar way the srain of the steel 
is affected by. working, though of course 
to # much greater extent, and until it is 
“set” the mukers must go cautiously. 

Steel shows a like eccentricity in the 
making of test gauges. Some of the 
measurements of shells are very fine, 
and the instruments employed are so 
delicate that they have to be used 
quickly lest the heat of the hand causes 
the metal to expand., 

Now, when a groove is cut in a -piece 
of steel which is to be used as a test 
gauge the work is laid aside for weeks, 
perhaps months. Why not finish it at 
once? Because the groove, though dead 
true when cut out, may be otherwise in 
n short time, even though it has been 
absolutely untouched. 

As a concrete proof of the elaborate 
nature of. projectile making take the 
case of the skrapnel shell.. The steel 
portion undergoes abont a score of op- 
erations, 2nd: the brass cartridge cise 
attached to the base requires about six- 
teen, counting from the disk of sheet 
brass to the finished article. Then 
there is the fuse, the delicacy of which 
resembles watchmaking. 

Altogether the shell is subjected to 
about forty inspections and may be re- 
jected at any stage. 

After a shell has survived this ordeal 
it. ought to be, one would think, per- 
fect, but a test shell is taken from 
every 120 and actually fired from a gun 
into a bank of sand. It is then again 
examined, and if the contour about the 
powder pocket is expanded away goes 
the whole batch, because if they were 
fired the grooving might be torn out of 
the gun. 

Perhaps the most striking illustration 
of the minute car®exercised in projec- 
tile making is that every shell is weigh- 
ed over and over again. If you produce 
an eighteen pounder high explosive 
shell it must be only'a few drams over 
or under its normal weight; otherwise 
it is rejected. 

In this connection it may be of inter 
est to nete that an explosive sbell that 
weighs only about seventy pounds will 
break into a shower of some 1,200 
pieces. A single one of the monster 
projectiles fired from a fifteen inch na 
val gun will weigh 1,950 pounds. It 
takes twelve seconds for the projectile 
of a twelve inch naval gun to reach its 
point of impact when firing at a-range 
of five miles. To fire a_ battleship

Henry Hitcheock after being gradu- 
ated from a medical college in Ameri- 
ca went to Paris, which was then the 
eenter of medical science of the world, 
te complete his education. That was 
in the days of the second empire, and 
Paris was a gay city.

Its Possession Is What Makes a Man 
Successful In Business.

I had long looked 
with awe upon the accurate percent- 
ages and detailed reports of the ana- 
lytical chemist. This water contains

The explanation is this. The chem- 
ical analysis of ordinary specimens is 2 
technical process of a perfectly definite 
character. If a work is definite and 
therefore capuble of being reduced to 


clear cut instructions the pay that it) 


commands-is not likely to be high, even 
though the work itself is complicated. 
It requires good memory and painstak- 
ing obedience to instructions. Many 
persons have these qualities. The 
searce attribute is judgment, that in- 
definable quality capable of meeting a 
new situation and handling it with 
commion sense or gumption, to put it in 
a homely term, 

Judgment is indefinite. We cannot 
lay out instructions in advance to tell 
the maniger how to meet situations. 
To buy good raw material he. must 
learn to know the raw materials, and 
iuiny of the tests he applies are too 
fine for words to reduce to instructions, 
He must decide for indefinite reasons 
that now is a good time to enlarge or 
retrench; that here is a good place to 
open up business; that now is a good 
time to buy or to run low on stock; 
that this man needs to be hired; that 
this man needs to be fired. 

It is in the makitig of decisions that 
successful management lies. And most 
of these decisions are beyond rule. 
They are indefinite. They are judg- 
ment.—Engineering Magazine.

westward through Missouri and Ar- 
kansas, is as food for hogs. It can, 
however, be made up into a large 
number of very palatable products for 
human consumption. To be on the 
well to add a half tea- 
spoonful of baking soda to each cup- 
ful of persimmon pulp whenever the 
fruit is subjected to heat. This does 
away With-all risk of astringency, 
quaiity in unripe persimmons 
produces the weil-known puckering 
of the mouth. If the fruit is perfectly 
ripe this precaution is not necessary, 
but-as there is always ‘the possibility 
of seme green fruit finding its way in- 
to the pulp.it is usually advisable. 

The following recipes will be found 
simple and agreeable. 

1 cup of per- 
simmon pulp. 1 cup of water. 1-2 
teaspoonful of soda. Yeast. Shorten- 
ing.

The following notice in the A. L. A. 
briletin will be of interest to all users 
of motor cars in this State: 

“A few weeks ago we called the at-

sary noise by cuiting out the muffler, 
or otherwise.” 

“The courts are doubtless technical- 
ly correct in construing this law as 
they do, the effect of which is that 
the muffler cut-out cannot be used in 
Massachusetts under any 
stances in thickly settled sections, nor 
elsewhere, unless it can be shown that 
its use was necessary, which we un- 
derstand is practically impossible to 
prove.”

American Red Cross Chairman 
Says Women Need Discipline. 


MISS MABEL T. BOARDMAN. 


In a recent interview Miss Mabel T. 
Boardman states: 

“I should like every American wom- 
an to understand clementary hygiene, 
home care of the sick and first aid to 
the injured. I should like her to have 
a reliable teacher, however. 

“In their relief work American wom- 
en need discipline and organization 
more than they need impulse and en- 
thusiasm. We had examples of this so 
repeatedly when the war first broke 
out. Women came to us for work; they 
wanted to help. ‘Will you go to the 
register's office and do this or that? we 
would ask. ‘Oh, I don’t think I am 
suited for that.’ ‘Will you go here or 
there? ‘No; I don’t care for that.’ 
And so it went. The women had no 
idea of doing what was needed to be 
done, no idea of obeying orders, as it 
were, and this in spite of the fact that 
they meant to be helpful. 

“Then also the women have been so 
apt to want to push the personal note 
to its limits. They prepare boxes for a 
particular family in a particular coun- 
try and never stop to think that the de 
livery of such a specialized parcel 
would. be practically impossible. The 
case of the women who made pajamas 
and put molasses candy in the pockets 
illustrates my point. The candy melted 
and ruined the pajamas, of course, and 
all the fine fervor that prompted the 
ict was offset by the utter inefficiency. 

“The Red Cross aims at perfect or- 
ganization. It is the only official or- 
ganization for relief that the govern- 
ment has and therefore the only one 
that the foreign countries respect. 
For that reason American women can 
do their best relief work in connection 
with the Red Cross, Private enterprise 
doesn’t get very far. Women can start 
their little bands for European relief, 
but they can’t get their supplies 
through. Being unofficial, their pass- 
ports come twice as hard, if at all. 

“The Red Cross is absolutely respect- 
ed, though there have been reports 
that Red Cross ambulances have been 
fired at. This has never been true ex- 
cept when the cross could not be seen 
at a distance. Of course ambulance 
drivers and nurses at the front take 
their chances. That is the fortune of 
war, not the deliberate attack of fight- 
ing ranks. 

“The Red Cross wants American wo- 
men to learn how to obey instructions, 
to follow orders, to be helpful in the 
right way, which is in any way that 
omes to hand. 

“In time of peace,” says Miss Board- 
man, “women have patriotic duty, and 
that is again concerned with the health 
of the nation. This time women’s work 
is preventive, however, not curative.”

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‘THE TILE FISH 


A New Deep Sea Food and Several 
Receipis for Cooking It 


Of the tragedies which occur in the 
sea and the great disasters which be- 
fall the lowly dwellers therein we 
know but little, and the brief but trag- 
ic history of the tilefish therefore has 
peculiar interest. The discovery, the 
almost complete extermination, and 
the rapid re-establishment of this 
large, handsome, and potentially val- 
uable species, all within the spaee of 
Jess than 15 years, is one of the re- 
markable stories of marine biology. 

So far as is known, man had never 
seen this fish until May L, 1879, when 
Capt. Kirby, of the fishing schooner 
William V. Hutchins, while fishing 
near the hundred-fathom curve, south 
of Nantecket, caught severalthousand 
pounds of a “strange and handsomely 
colored fish.” He sent a specimen to 
the United States Fish Commission, 
where it was found to be new and was 
described and named  Lopholatilus 
chamacleonticeps. This name, which 
means the crested tilus with a head 
like 2 chame'con. may be used, after 
a little practice, with more or less 
facility by men of seience, but for 
everyday use something shorter was 
needed, so the described exercised 
the Adamite privilege of a discoverer 
and, perpetrating a pun on the fourth 

syllabie of 3 first name, called it 
“tile” fish 

The fact that the fish was new was 
teresting, but what excited most at- 
tention was that it existed in enorm- 
our numbers within a short distance 
af the coast and that its edible quali- 
tles were of a high order. 

Prof. Baird, the Commissioner oil 
Fisheries, at once appreciated the eco- 
nomic opportunity afforded by the dis- 
covery and began investigations to de- 
termine the location of the fishing 
grounds and feasibility of establish- 
ing a fishery, but before much could 
be done ihe tiiefish was apparently 
practically exterminated by a myster- 
ious disturbance along the edge of the 
coastal slope. The first news of this 
disaster came in March, 1882, when 
the master of a vessel reported ‘that 
he had sailed for 69 miles through a 
mass of dead and dying fish floating 
at the surface. His first statement 
was that they covered a distance of 15 
miles, explaining later that he feared 
to put his reputation for veracity in 
jeopardy if he stated the whole truth. 

Other vessels in March and April of 
the same vear reported similar ex- 
periences, and from the various ac- 
counts it was estimated that the dead 
fish covered an area 170 miies lang 
and 25 miles wide and that upward of 
1,400,000,000 tilefish had perished. 
What kilied them is not certain, but in- 
vestigations of the water temperatures 
at the bottom, made by the Bureau 
both before and since the occurence, 
indicate that it may have been due to 
a sudden chilling of the water. The} 
tilefish, like the cod, is a bottom dwel- | 
ler: but, unlike the cod, it is of a 
family accustomed to the warmer wat- 
ers of the Tropics. It finds a congen- 
ial temperature where the edge of the 
Gulf Stream touches the sea bottom, 
on a slope.as steep as a mountain side, 
and there is, therefore, but a narrow 
strip on which the water is neither too 
shailow nor too deep. The Gulf 
Stream is a creat warm oceanic river 
fiowing between banks of cold water, 
not fixed like the solid banks of land 
streams but pushed one way or the 
other as the path of the stream ap- 
proaches or recedes from the coast.

Our First Canal. 

The first canal opened in the United 
Slates for the transportation of pas- 
sengers and merchandise was the Mid- 
dlesex canal, from Boston to Lowell, in 
1844. Colonel L. Baldwin, the engi- 
neer, removed the first turf Sept. 10, 
174. The canal was thirty feet wide 
und four feet deep, had twenty locks, 
seven aqueducts and fifty bridges. The 
route was from the Merrimac river, 
pear what is now Middlesex village, 
through the Billerica and Concord rivy- 
ers to the Mbawsheen river, through 
Wilmington and Woburn to the Mystic 
river and through Medford to Charles- 
town. 

Until 1836 the canal flourished, but 
with the building of the Lowell and 
Boston aud the Lowell and Nashua 
railroads about two-thirds of the busi- 
ness of the canal was diverted to the 
railroads, and the canal never paid aft- 
erward. It was built for $130,000, but 
in 1859 the supreme court of Massa- 
chusetts issued a decree declaring the 
franchise forfeited through disuse. The 
ruins of the locks and aqueducts are 
still to be seen along the route. 


Crab Locomotives. 

The queerest locomotives are the 
types used in wining and called 
“crabs.” Gliding into the black gal- 
leries of coal mines and halting at a 
crevice in the wall from which issues 
the distant ring of pick and shovel, 
the crab lets out a flexible tentacle (a 
steel cable) for perhaps 200 or 300 feet, 
drawing it back presently with a car 
of coal in tow. Feeling into the holes, 
first on one side, then on the other, it 
moves along and never fails to secure 
its prey. Finally, with a dozen or 
more cars in its wake, it proceeds to

Tubular Chimes. 

Tubes instead of bells for chimes 
came into use in England half a cen- 
tury ago for three reasons—they have 
a mellower, more musical tone; they 
take up much less space than bells, 
and they weigh much less. The sub- 
ject of tubular chimes has all the in- 
terest that pertains to bells generally. 
In making a bell the most expert 
founder cannot predetermine with ex- 
actitude the tone of the bell. General- 
ly bells and tubes have to undergo nice 
modifications after they are finished, 
and it is much easier to alter the tube 
delicately to get just the pitch and tone 
quality sought than to modify the bell. 
Tubular chimes used in tower clocks, 
orgaus and elsewhere are fundamen- 
tally identical with the dangling gold 
tubes upon which the gifted vaudeville 
performer plays “Home, Sweet Home.” 
—New York Sun.

Consort of Bulgarian King 
Is Interested In Relief Work. 


QUEEN ELEONORE OF BULGARIA. 


Queen Eleonore was head of one of 
the most efficient Red Cross units in 
the Russo-Japanese war, as well as of 
the Bulgarian Red Cross in the Balkan 
Wars, 

Her work in the field hospitals 
brought her in conflict with one of 
King Ferdinand’s peculiarities. His 
fear of infection amounts to an obses- 
sion, and when the queen was engaged 
in nursing nud after she had returned | 
from the hospitals she was by the! 
ting’s order placed in what amounted 
io quarantine, so far as the royal fam- 
ily was concerned. 

King Ferdinand is very fond of pomp 
1nd ceremony, but Queen Eleonore is 
reported to have the air of disliking 
lispliy and to prefer a simplicity not 
ty the liking of her lord. i 

But her labors have been appreciated | 
by her adopted countrymen. 

A princess of Reuss, she came to the 
throne of Bulgaria in 1908, then forty- 
‘ight years old, and has since mother- 
ed King -Ferdinand’s four children 
while carrying on her efficient charity 
works. Now that Bulgzria goes te 
war she will be the head of the Bul- 
gurian Red Cross. 

In an interview granted recently 
Queen Eleonore stated: 

“Red Cross supplies are almost im- 
possible to get in Bulgaria. In the 
case of need we shall be very short 
of such supplies, and it is necessary 
for me to do all I can now to increase 
the stock. I used every influence I could 
to obtain supplies from Austria—our 
usual source—but except for a few 
small packages bought as if for my 
personal use I have been able to get 
nothing.” 


Tips on House Plants. 

Palms are much used for interior 
decorations where there is no direct 
sunlight. Regular watering is essen- 
tial, with especial care not to over- 
water. It is better with most palms to 
xeep them a little dry than too wet. 
While small, wash the foliage occasion- 
ally with soap suds made from a good 
soap. Inunediately follow with a 
thorough rinsing. When too large for 
this, spray the tops frequently with 
clear water. ; 

Browning at the tips usually comes 
from overwatering at the roots. Trim 
off the brown tips, as they will never | 
recover. If the leaves turn yellow look 
for scale on the underside and be sure 
sou are not overwutering. Wash. the 
scale off or spray with kerosene emul- 
sion or whale oil soap or some nicotine | 
preparation. Do not repeat too often. 
If a palm grows three new leaves a | 
Use the same treat 
ment for oleanders. 

Rubber plants are especially satis- 
factory to grow where there is a good 
light without direct sunlight. Water | 
often enough to keep the soil moist, 
but do not under any circumstances 
permit water to stand about the roots 
nor allow it to become bone dry. A | 
potted plant set in a jardiniere needs 
especial care not to overwater. Wash 
the foliage frequently with soapsuds 
and rinse at once. Repot occasionally, 
ts the pot becomes full of roots. Feed 
mee in two to four weeks with dilute 
solution of nitrate of soda, a heaping | 
teaspoonful dissolved in water, or am- | 
monia water.

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PAN-AMERICAN CONGRESS 


Announcement has been made that 
the preliminary arrangements are 
completed for the largest and most 
comprehensive conference which has 
ever been held in the United States. 
From December 27 to January 8, a 
period of two weeks, there will meet 
in Washington, D. C., the Second Pan 
American Scientific Congress in which 
all of the American Republics will 
participate and for which prepara- 
ions have been going on for nearly 
two years. 

According to the official reports 
‘rom each of the governments now in 
he hands of Director General John 
Barrett of the Pan American Union, 
who is secretary general of the Con- 
zress, each one of the’ twenty-one 
American Republics will appoint del- 
»zgations composed of its leading edu- 
‘ators, economists, engineers, inter- 
1ational lawyers, and experts on min- 
health, transporta- 
ion and finance. From ‘present in- 
lications, it is estimated that, there 
vill be in attendance over one hun- 
lred and fifty of the most representa- 
ive men of Central and South Amer- 
ca, or more than have ever partici- 
vated in any other international con- 
erence held in America. From the 
tnited States, aside from its official 


felegation, there will be present over) 


six hundred special representatives 
rom its universities, colleges and 

‘ientifie societies and organizations. 

Already the Latin American coun- 
ries are manifesting extraordinary 
nterest in the program while more 
ittention is being given to it by the 
cientists of America than they have 
‘ver shown in any. other international 
neeting. It, therefore, bids fair to 
ittract worldwide attention and to 
nark a new era in Pan American 
icientific progress. 

It will be signalized by an effort to 
yromote closer relations among the 
.merican Republics along intellectual 
1nd educational lines rather than 
‘long material and political lines. In 
he same way that the regular inter- 
vational conferences of the American 
tepublics have developed closer po- 
litieal ties, and the recent Pan Amer- 
ican financial conference helped to 
yromote better financial understand- 
‘ng, so correspondingly this Congress 
vill bring the Americas more inti- 
nately together upon a high plane of 
ntellectual, scientific, educational 
nd social progress and intercourse. 
\ecording to the opinion freely ex- 
wressed by prominent Latin Ameri- 
‘ans in both the United States and 
South America, this conference will 
io more to promote practical Pan 
\mericanism than all the other con- 
erences put together. 

This international gathering is 
alled the Second Pan American 
‘cientific Congress because the first 
‘as held in Santiago, the capital of 
Shile, in 1908. That was attended 
»y hundreds of the leading scientists 
of the Americas, including a large 
lelegation from the 
When it adjourned, it unanimously 
igreed to hold the second in Wash- 
‘ngton.

Quincy does not need to be advised 
to speak quick, for it has a Dock and 
Water Front Commissioner that is 
always on his job.

THE GREAT DREADNAUGHT 


The keel of the California, the $15,-_ 
| 000, 000 dreadnaught, 


the first of the 
|uew fleet of mammoth warships of the 
|navy of the Wnited States, was laid in 
the Brooklyn navy yard on Thursday. 
Secretary Daniels, who superintended 
the ceremony, said that the vessel 
most adyanced step 
taken in naval engineering for many 
years. This superdreadnaught will 
be the first battleship to be propelled 
by electricity. The combination of 
electric drive and oil fuel will enable 
her, at 10 knots speed, to steam nine 
days longer than a  coal-burning 
dreadnaught. She will be launched in 
15 months and placed in commission 
in about three years. The secretary 
said that “the electric drive is one of 


the latest results of the pioneer spirit 


in the utilization of electric force. It 
is @ source of pride that the American 


navy is initiating the movement for! 


its use on battleships, and it is a sig- 
nificant coincidence that the first 
dreadnaught upon which it is to be 
installed “Should be named after the 
State of the Union where American 
pioneering climbed to the highest 
point of success.” To build a big 
ship, or to build a ship bigger than 
any other, is no novelty. The navies 


of the world have been competing af- 


ter that manner for each new 
ship bigger than the one just preced- 
ing it, and it is expected that the lat- 
est shall always be the best. The 
California, however, will be the pio- 
neer in a new direction, the first war- 
ship to be propelled by electricity. 
The government has been experi- 
menting with this novel form of pro- 
pulsion, and the value of it is said to 
have been successfully demonstrated. 
When the superdreadnaught has been 
launched and put in commission nay- 
al experts of other nations will be in- 
terested in the new experiment, for 
if it proves successful a revolution 
in naval construction and propulsion 
will have been accomplished.—Lynn 
Item.

The lack of the development of the | 
cotton industry in China may be at- 
ributed in part to the high premium | 
or the fire insurance of cotton mills 
ind the general lack of protection 
rom the government. In Shanghai, 
‘or instance, the rate of premium for 
he insurance of the cotton mills, 
vhich usually work day and night, is 
15 per cent, while in Japan the rate 
or a similar mill is only 5 1-2 per 
ent. Recently the general cotton in- 
‘ustry association has consulted the 
lifferent fire insurance companies for 
he purpose of getting the rate re- 
luced, but so far without result. 

Another obstacle in the way of de- 
‘eloping this industry is 
vitant amount of likin tax collected. 
This tax is levied on the cotton in the 

; »roducing district and in addition is 
|sollected again at 
house en route to its destination. As 
ja result, the rate of tax on the Chi- 
nese cotton is much higher than that 
‘in America, Japan or India. It has 
been the general opinion of the mer-, 
|chants that cotton growing cannot be 
properly developed unless the govern- 
ment will abolish the excessive likin 
tax. It is to be hoped that the gov- 
ernment will soon consider the mat- 
ter, so that the cotton industry may 
be fully developed in the immediate 
future.

sion ‘of candidates upon local issues. 
Local political parties are needed 
here. There should be a party which 
advocated a more equitable system | 
of water taxation. A local party) 
could take as a plank in its platform 
a declaration in favor of bonding the | 
city for- permanent street improve 
ments: another party might advo- 
cate a “pay as you go” policy, There 
are plenty of local issues on which 
to divide but the division will never | 
come until the national party label 
at a municipal election is relegated | 
to.the political discard.

tion of national party designations | 
in city elections, will tend to enhance | 
2 civic spirit on the part of the voters. 
Secondly, another principle of Plan | 
‘A, the election at large of a council 
of nine, will tend to enhance a proper 
civic spirit. What is a proper civic | 
spirit? It is a lively and intelligent 
interest in the affairs of the city. This 
does not mean an undue interest in 
the affairs of the ward within which | 
the citizen chances to live, it means | 
in the city as a whole. So long as! 
Quincy elects a council by wards just | 
so long will it be torn by sectional | 
feeling, a ward spirit imstead of a 
city spirit. The adoption of the} 
smaller council elected at large would 
méan a more lively interest in the | 
affairs of the city as a whole, not | 
only on the part og the voters but | 
on the part of. the councilmen too. | 
They would, being elected by. the 
votes of the entire city, have at heart | 
the interest of the city rather than 
the interests of the ward in which 
they lived.
